Lightning Causes 
Much Damage

“Old Age Pensionsin France” is the title 
of another in the series of articles on Ameri 
can Political Methods written by Martha E 
l). White of the Massachusetts League of 
|} Women Voters and released in comjunction 
with the Andover League 

The article follows 

When did France establish old age pen 
|} sions? In 1905 provision was first made for 
non-contributory pensions or institutional 
‘care for indigent citizens over 70 years of 
age or permanently disabled. In 1910 a com 
pulsory contributory plan was adopted. This 
was finally replaced by the old age provisions 
of the complete social insurance enacted in 
1928. This law was put into operation in 
1930 

What were the terms of the law of 1905? 
| Citizenship, 70 years of age or permanently 
disabled, incapable of earning a living, no 

responsible persons able to support him, in 
}come plus pensions not to exceed $93.00 a 
year 

How is cost borne? By both local and cen 
tral governments 

By whom administered? Municipal and 
Departmental Councils and Minister of In- | 
terior. 

Was this a “‘living’’ income? Not by the 
American standard of living 

What changes have been made for this 
group by subsequent laws? The amount of 
pension now may not be less than $1.18 per | 
month nor in exceptional cases more than 
$3.14 per month. The ordinary maximum is 
$2.35 a month. Income plus pension is not to 
exceed $94.00 a year, Hospitalization or sick | 
| benefits are allowed
